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1. Tvo systems are being used for the remmeration of officials of the Central 
Peovle's Government. The first is the “eunnly system," which has been the 
method used by the CCP for some yenrs in vaying its workers. No salary is 
vaid, but all of the individuals's needs are teken care of on a minimum sub 
sistence basis. The top officials of the Chinese Communist Party vrefer this 
method of ~ayment; they have hecome accustomed to it, and find that they do 
not have to worry about adjusting their exnenses to their salary. The other 
system now gradually being substituted for the old, nays salaries baged on 
millet.
